to disembark. 

The most hysterical group ever

To ease these fears, the British 
broadcast an announcement that 
they would be placed in intern- 
ment camps in Cyprus. But the 
immigrants kept screaming: “It's 
la lie, It’s a lie. They're taking 
us to North Afrita.”

FARE BOOSTS 

Editor, Bulletin: I seriously ques- 
tion the intelligence of the city 
ratepayers, and the business abili- 
ty and integrity of ihe council of 
the city of Edmonton, in the follow- 
ing cases. 

The proposed 25 per cent boost 
in streetcar and bus fares, while 
this Edmonton Transit System is 
still continuing to break all former 
records in passengers carried. At 
the end of March 1947 passengers 
earried by the ETS numbered 
9,999,339. An increase of 415,034 
over the _ corresponding three 
months of 1946. 

I should further like to point out 
to the powers that be, that at pres- 
ent there are some 1400 unfinished 
housing units, which when com- 
pleted will house some 6,000 
potential patrons for this famed 
Edmonton Transit System. So why 
all this rush and scramble to force 
this new 25 per cent fare through, 
and to overload the city wage 
earners and other low income 
peoples of this city with this new 
demand on their slim and inade- 
quate take home pay? 

Might I say the actual loss of 
revenues at present is small. At 
the end of April 1947 the Edmonton 
Transit System surplus amounted 
to $80,409. 

But let us Edmonton voters and 
ratepayers remember that in this 
same period of time our city coun- 
cil has entered an agreement with 
the Calgary Power Co. to sell some 
20,000,000 kwh. of electrical energy 
at a price of 005 cents per kwh. 
While the actual cost of producing 
all power sold by the city owned 
and operated Power Plant was 
.0069 cents per kwh. (Figures taken 
from the city of Edmonton Finan- 
cial statement and report, as of De- 
cember 31 1946, p.46.) Therefore 
this city council of the 1946 vintage 
are responsible for a direct loss 
to the ratepayers and this city to 
the amount of some $38,000, in this 
new 1946 Calgary Power Co. agree- 
ment alone,

crew, most of them young Cali- 
fornians with the energy of bull 
moose and all of them noisily ap- 
preciative of a female visitor. We 
ate fresh-caught grayling, fried in 
butter, and hash-brown potatoes, 
served by “Monty,” the cook, who | 
wore his sloppy, white chef's cap 
for the occasion. 

After lunch, under Bert’s super 
vision, we panned our first gold. 
Prospectors are like baseball pitch- 
ers, It’s their legs that go first. We 
found out why soon enough. Squat- 
ting on your haunches by the 
stream, washing gravel and sand 
in an out-sized pan is back-break- 
ing work. 

Also, it’s considerably more of an 
art than we'd expected. The flakes 
of heavy gold sink to the pan’s 
bottom from ‘the twisting motion 
and it calls for a gentle persuasive 
touch and an awful lot of patience. 

The coarser gravel is flicked out 
of the pan and the heavier sand 
is painstakingly washed away. The 
whole operation took Bert a good 
15 minutes and we could well be- 
lieve his information that it takes 
years of experience to handle 60 
pans a day. 

As Bert completed the job we 
leaned over his shoulders. A thin 


layer of black sand covered the | 
bottom of the pan. In it were three | 


tiny flakes of raw gold—‘“a good 
color” in prospector talk.
